dication that Senator Morrow was. 
hot in the best of health. But at 
1:52 p. m., he died; "peacefully," 
his office reported. 


Class ^nate of Coolidge. 


When Calvin Coolidge, as a sen- 


ior at Amherst college in 1895, 
voted for the man in the. class 
."most likely to succeed," he pick- 
ed Dwight Whitney Moirow. Thir- 


: ty-two years later the then presi- 


'" dent of the United States helped 


make his prophecy come true by 
naming his classmate as ambas- 
sador to Mexico, a post which 
brought Mr. Morrow an interna- 
tional reputation and paved the 
way for his: election" as , United 
Slates senator from New Jersey.

the purchase of the assets 
of the First State Bank of 
Corsicana (by the State Na- 
tional Bank of Corsicana 
was made early Monday 
morning by I. N. 'Cerf, presi- 
dent of the latter institution, 
with the combination of the affairs 
of the two financial Institutions 
effective at the close of business 
Saturday, October 3. 


'Business 
affairs 
of the 
two 


banks 
w'ere 
conducted 
Monday 


from the quarters of the State 
National Bank, where the com- 
plete personnel of the two con- 
cerns were massed to care ,for 
the customers. 
Books and other 


equipment of the First State Bank 
were moved to their new location 
over the' week-end, and the move 
carried on so quietly that" few 
people were aware that the trans- 
action had been completed. 


Beyond the announcement that 


the purchase had been made, de- 
tails of the transaction were not 
made public. The last bank state- 
ment at the close of business June 
30, 1931, showed the First State 
Bank had ,total resources of $1,- 
224,167.52, while the State Nation- 
al had total resources of $1,590, 
867.03. The First -State Bank had 
a capital of $200,000, with a sur- 
plus of $54,500, and deposits of 
$903,459.35; while the State Na- 
tional has a capital stock of $300,- 
000 with a surplus of $75,000 and 
deposits of $920,547:45. 


In his formal statement issued 


Monday, Mr. Cerf announced that 
.the complete 
personnel of the 
'First State Bank had been trans- 
ferred to the new location and 
\Vould 'continue to 
serve 
their 


patrons as they had in the past, 
and that the affairs of* the two 
institutions 
would 
be continued 


in line with former policies.

perhaps the greatest monument to 
the' ship and its dead lies in the 
international spirit to carry on in 
lighter-than-air 
development. 


Two countries, Germany and the 


United States, have shared In keep- 
ing" alive this spirit which ha§ sur- 
vived shocks of disaster touching 
every airship-minded nation since 
Count Ferdnand Zeppelin gave his 
invention to the world. 


Germany's contribution in the 


year is marked 
by 
construction 


work jon a new commercial guper- 
airliner and further displays of air- 
ship dependability by Graf Zeppe- 
lin flights; America's by the com- 
pletion of the U. S. S. Akron and 
plans to go ahead on a sister 
ship, the ZRS-5. 


England, shaken by the disaster 


and left with the R-100, decided to 
stand by, maintaining the one ship 
as an experimental vehicle but 
planning no new construction. 


A major result of the R-101 ca- 


tastrophe was the focussing of eyes 
on America's virtual monopoly of 
the inert lifting gas,-'helium. Eng- 
land's airliner was filled with In- 
flammable hydrogen and its sud- 
den end near Beauvals, France, 
was made more terrible by gas-fed 
flames. 
Dr., Hugo Eckener, the Graf 


Zeppelin's venerable skipper, took 
the boldest step because' of Eng- 
land's experience by scrapping the 
design of the LZ-128,. a new air- 
ship for commercial work, for a 
large one to be filled with hel- 
ium. 
The LZ-129, designed to carry 


the same load as the L-128, and 
therefore larger because of hel- 
ium's lower buoyancy than hy- 
drogen, will have a gas capacity 
of 7,030,000 cubic feet against the 
U. S.^S. Akron's 6,500,000 cubic 
feet. 
, 


As the largest airship in the 


world, it will • be nearly 30 feet 
longer and two feet thicker Mian 
the Akron. Built to accommodate 
50 pasengers and crew, it is sched- 
uled to be completed late in 1932 
or early in 1933. 


Official assurance that helium 


will be supplied by the United 
States has not been given, because 
officials request has not been re- 
ceived. 
Helium exportation, how- 


ever, is permitted if requests are 
approved by the president with 
the joint recommendations of the 
secretaries of war, navy, and com 
merce. 


The purchase came as a sur- 
prise to the greater part of the 
citizeris jot 
Corsicana 
although 


some rumors of a consolidation 
were afloat several weeks ago but 
were declared to be without foun- 
dation at that time. 
With the 


completion of the purchase of the 
First State Bank over the week- 
end, 
Corsicana now has hut two 


banks, the First National Bank

two banks involved in the latest 
transaction were being carried on

steady growth since its inception. 
It has been .the only state bank 
in Corsicana for the past several 
years.

found in another pool of blood 
by the rail employees. It was stat- 
ed the body was still warm when 
it was discovered. 
Some are of 


the opinion the man was struck 
by a tra'lri, but county officers exx- 
pressed an opinion the rrian was 
murdered and the body left on the 
side of the tracks. The condition 
of Long's face indicate his body 
had been dragged, face downward 
probably by the feet, along the 
gravel path along the railroad. 


Sheriff Rufus Pevehouse stated 


Monday afternoon it might have 
been a "hatchet or ax'1 used by 
Long's assailants from the wound* 
on the head. 
A long gash that 


cut into the skull was noted on 
the right side of the head, extend- 
ing from a point near the top of 
the head to below the ear, sever- 
ing the_ ear. 
A large hole was 


noted iiT the left forehead through 
the skull. 
The right arm was 


broken near the elbow while many 
cuts and bruises were, received on 
the left shoulder and arm.

house would suspend the rule for 
benefit of other bills.

promise, however, had little effect 
and gained only a few votes for 
the resolution. 


The action of the house was tak- 


en despite Intimation by Governor 
R. S. Sterling he might call an- 
other extraordinary session to deal 
specifically with congressional re- 
districting. 
House members said 


they had little fear the governor 
would call another special session 
immediately although several pre- 
dicted another special sission for 
Janary or early next year. 


A few house bills in the senate 


were killed when the house refus- 
ed to suspend the rule. 


During discussion on the resolu- 


tion, the senate was severely crit- 
icized for "wasting so much time 
yesterday on consideration of use- 
less resolutions'' and not passing 
house bills pending In the upper 
house.

creasing at the rate of 4 
per cent annually. 


''It may be that the pres- 


ent Congress will take some 
action, in view of the fact 
that there is a large num- 
ber of new members in the 
personnel of the Congress. 
There is a very large num- 
ber of people who are con- 
demning the gold standard, 
and who believe the gold 
standard has lowere/1 the 
price level here. I am al- 
ways in favor of interna- 
tional 
conferences. 
They 


can do no harm and they 
may do some good, on this 
subject. There is no danger 
in the United States from 
the 
developments abroad. 


The United States is so situ- 
ated that it can take care 
of its own standards suc- 
cessfully. There is not the 
slightest necessity for any 
embargo on gold 
in 
the 


United States. But there are 
other foreign countries that 
may follow the example al- 
ready set by England, Nor- 
way and Sweden." 


Senator Gore (Dem.), of 


Oklahoma 
states 
orally: 


"This action of Norway and 
Sweden, a sequel of the ac- 
tion of England, put 
the 


question mark on all 
the 


gold standard countries. It 
does not necessarily have 
any particular significance 
to the United States but 
what significance 
it may 


have sometime in the future

in the people's minds in this 
country the thought of dim-

FAMOUS SPORTSMAN 
AND TEA MERCHANT 


DIES IN LONDON 


IRISH YATCHSMAN WAS ONE 
OF WORLD'S MOST POPU 


LAR SPORTSMEN 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—W— 


Sir Thomas Lipton died here 
tonight. 


The 80 year old yachts- 


man, as popular in the Unit- 
ed States as he was at home 
became gravely ill from the 
effects of a chill contract- 
ed several days ago and yes- 
terday was reported near 
death. 


Internationally 
famous yachts- 


man an tea merchant, Sir Thomas 
Johnstono Lipton spent more than 
20 years of his life and nearly $10,- 
000,000 of his vast fortune nursing 
a hobby to win back for England 
the America's Cup—a silver yacht- 
Ing trophy actually worth a hun- 
dred guineas. 


In 1851, the little clipper yacht 
America, an unknown 
contender, 


crossed the Atlantic under 
her 


own sail, took her place on the 
starting line with a field of 18 il- 
lustrious "thoroughbreds" 
of the 
aristocracy, and astounded every 
sportsman in Britain by huggng 
to herself the victory and the cup 
in a race around the Isle of Wight. 
Six years later the cup became 
an 
international 
trophy,- dubbed 
"the cup of all nations." 


Made Four Attempts. 


Sir Thomas Lipton made four 
attempts to assuage 1his blow, 
which had carried gloom to the 
heart of every British yachting en- 
thusiast from Queens' palace to 
peasant's cottage, but try as 
he 


might, spend as he would, the bat- 
tered old mug never budged from 
its pedestal in the New York yacht 
club. 


Several notable attempts to re- 


capture the cup had been made 
before Lipton took up the quest in 
1899, 
but all of them were failures. 
Just a year before the 20th cen- 
tury rolled around, Sir Thomas ap- 
peared off Sandy Hook with his 
yacht. Shamrock I., first of the 
four famous Shamrock sisters that 
always proved a mite too slow for 
the American-built defenders. 


Columba was chosen by 
the 


New York Yacht club to beat the 
Shamrock, and proved herselg full 
worthy of the confidence. 


"The best boat won, but I'll try 


again," were the words of 
Sir 


Thomas as he sailed away, and 
try again he did. 


His second challenge was issued 


and accepted in 1900, when Sham- 
rock II was ready for the fray. 
The yacht Constitution was select- 
ed by the New York Yacht Club 
as defender, but owing to an acci- 
dent to her mast during practice, 
it was necessary to aagin bring 
it was necessary to again bring 
was even better than in the first 
race, whereupon Sir Thomas, his 
optimism unshaken, began think- 
ing of Shamrock III. 


Auxiliary Fleet. 


This craft was'brought to Amer- 


ica in 1903. 
Sir Thomas recruited 


an auxilary fleet of 33 vessels to 
tender his beloved Shamrock, and 
employed more than 200 men to 
handle his miniature navy

friendly invasion, said to have cost 
Lipton more than $1,000,000, was no 
more successful than

these conditions which was imme- 
diately accepted. 


War began, however, before the 


dates agreed upon for the race, 
anrl Lipton's yachts, 
aK well as 


those of the Now York club, were 
hauled up on the ways for an In- 
definite period. 


Contest Hcnewed. 


Then came the great contest of 


1920, when Shamrock and Resolute 
were" pitted against each other for 
what proved to he the most spec- 
tacular of all the 
international 
races since the British defeat in 
1851. 
Sir Thomas actually 
won 


two of the five races, and had the 
satisfaction of seeing one of 
his 


Shamrocks cross the finish line a 
victor for the first time since he 
began racing In America. 


"I have looked forward to this 


moment for 21 years, and now I 
am happy," he said as Shamrock 
swept majestically 
over the line. 


In his optimism 
he ordered a 


special casket in which to carry 
the cup back to England but the 
casket went back empty. 


Aside from his long and ardent 


yachting career, the life of 
Sir 


Thomas Lipton was full of many 
interesting features, although the 
weather-beaten sportsman himself 
was reluctant to "admit it.

He was born May 10, 1851, as

ger things got the better of him. 


Slowing

to New York two years 'later, he 
found that fortune still kept far 
ahead of him, and many a night 
he is said to have slept on park 
benches. 
Finding work at last, he 


soon had sufficient money to pay 
his way bv steerage back to Glas- 
gow, wherfi hi Jande* jgitoqut 


funds^but with a. head full of 
American ideas. 


Most of all he had been 
Im- 
pressed with the American meth- 
ods of advertising. 
Describing 


these in glowing terms to his par- 
ents, who had accumulated a few 
hundred dollars, he succeeded in 
persuading them to open a small 
provision store. 
Ho 
advertised 


boldly and expensively, considering 
the capital behind him, and soon 
made his name known throughout 


•lasgow. 
The shop prospered beyond Lip- 


ton's most extravagant dreams, 
and soon another one was opened 
modeled exactly after 
the first. 


After a few years he had a whole 
string of shops in Glasgow 
and 


was growing rich. He entered tho 
London field, then Liverpool and 
Manchester, and at the height of 
his business career controlled more 
than 600 
stores 
in England, 


America and other parts of 
the 
world. 
, 


Buys Tea Plantation. 


In order to supply his retail 
stores more directly, Lipton bought 
a tea plantation in Ceylon, 
to 


which he later added 
a coffee 


plantation and then a cocoa grove. 
Finding these investments profit- 
able, he continued to purshase 
plantations, and 
soon 
his teas 


were known arourfd the world. 


In J398 he converted his various 


(enterprises into a huge limited lia- 
bility company, which relieved him 
of many business cares and per- 
mitted him to give more time to 
yachting. 
His fortune later was 


estimated at $50,000,01X1. 


A self-made man, Lipton's firsj; 


recognition from the British royal 
family came in 1897, when he was 
knighted 
for 
contributing 
25,000 


pounds to eupply the tea drunk 
by 300,000 poverty stricken 
Lon- 


doners, during the week of Queen 
Victoria's Jubilee. In 1901 he was 
created Knight Commander of the 
Victorian Order, and a year later 
was made a baronet. He was a 
personal friend of the late King 
Edward VII. who was a man af- 
ter Lipton's own heart, and Sir 
Thomas often entertained the king 
on his steam yacht. It Is related 
that the king narrowly 
escaped 


death 
upon one occasion whili 


aboard a Lipton racing yacht when 
the mast carried away. 


Won Many Friends. 


Sir Thomas' persistence in his 


efforts to "lift the cup" despite 
defeats and his unfailing good-fel- 
lowship won him many 
friends 


and thousands 
of admirers 
in 


America. 
On his visits hire with 
his racing yachtn he was widely 
entertained sime times making long 
tours about the country, receiv^ 
ing a cord'al welcome as a sports- 
man whom no defeat could dis- 
courage. 


In return he entertained 
hun- 


dreds of Americans on his steam 
yacht the Erin and on racing days 
was crowded with scores of per- 
sons and who found him a most 
hospitable and genial host. 


Physically 
Lipton 
was 
tall, 


straight 
and 
of medium build. 


His skin was whipped brown by 
the winds, his mustache and lit- 
tle goatee were full gray, his gait 
betrayed the roll of a sailor, and 
his blue eyes 
carried 
the half- 


roguish twinkle born of humor, of 
which Sir Thomas 'had a goodly 
share. 


Lipton never married, and un- 


der English law his great estate 
probaly will go to distant 
rel- 


atives. Once, in conversation with 
newspapermen, he named his two 
greatest regrets. 


"The first 
and 
foremost is 
that I never have lifted the Amer- 
ica's Cup, and the second is that 
I never have been married," he 
said.
